The  Mendel  is 
“Hardy  as  an  oak”  so  to  say,  because  it  has  come  through 
winters  that  had  45  degrees  below  zero  weather.  It  is  free 
of  disease  and  does  not  show  effects  of  blight.  Blight  is  a 
fungous  disease  that  cannot  be  cured.  The  only  cure  known 
is  to  cut  off  diseased  limbs  and  often  that  is  not  sufficient. 
When  the  disease  gets  into  the  wood  or  body  of  the  tree  it 
cannot  be  saved  as  the  disease  seems  to  be  in  the  sap  or 
blood  of  the  tree.  Spraying  may  combat  the  leaf  blight  to 
some  extent,  but  cannot  cure  it.

GROW  PEARS  INSTEAD  OF  APPLES. 

We  have  many  apple  orchards  that  are  a  success,  but  we 
have  very  few  pear  orchards  that  bring  profit.  Farmers  and 
fruit-growers  in  the  northern  states  can  now  plant  their 
pear  orchards  and  can  reap  real  profits.

The  modern  city  lot  has  very  little  space  for  vegetables  or 
fruit  trees  and  usually  most  space  is  given  to  flowers,  shrubs 
and  ornamental  and  shade  trees.
